Claims 1, 8 and 15 would be amended hereby 
to positively recite the published advertisement and publication page, 

Claims 21-26 would be added hereby to more particularly point out the 
unique features of the invention wherein an image of the advertisement or an image 
of the published page containing the advertisement, or both, are accessible through 
association with the invoice statement document. Support for the language of the 
added claims can be found in the specification at page 4, line 5.
